ing of keeping a gallon or mort of 
gasoline in the home and handling it 
as ta r olessly as water.”

Only Instrument of Kind 
Aids Geodetic Survey. 


Washington.—Time and ride walt 
for no roan, nor do tile scientists of 
the United States coast aud geodetic 
survey in Washington walt for the 
titles. 
By means of the only machine 
of its kind in the world the tide for 
Astoria, for instance, is already pre­ 
dicted for 1926 and all skeptics are 
nvited 
to compare the predictions 
with 
their actual 
observations 
on 
March I, 11A2G, if they care to wait 
that long. 
For Astoria, high tide will 
be at 2 ;0G a. rn. and 2 p. rn. and low 
tide at 8 :2a a. in. and 8 :38 p. in. High 
water measure 7.8 feet and 7.9 feet 
respectively, 
while low 
uniter 
will 
measure 1.8 feet and .5 foot respective­ 
ly, above mean low water. 
As far as that is concerned, scien­ 
tists of the coast and geodetic survey 
can turn a few dials, set a number of 
complicated looking screws, jot some 
figures down on paper, turn a crank 
and predict the time and height of 
high and low tide for any port in the 
world a thousand years hence, ami 
come within a fraction of an inch or 
being correct. Being correct is one of 
the main things the coast and geodetic 
survey is noted for. 
Mistakes might 
mean loss of life and many thousand 
dollars* worth of property. 


Years of Work Required. 


To explain the tide-predicting ma­ 
chine, to the layman would be like ex 
pounding tire Einstein theory to a 
moron, for it took many years to build 
it and each year meant endless calcu­ 
lations and study by men who had de­ 
voted their lives to learning the law 
of the tides and their relation to the 
-un, moon, winds and old Motlier Earth 
herself. 
In appearance tile title-pre­ 
dicting instrument is something of a 
cross between a threshing machine and 
a radio set, if one can recognize tile 
picture. 
But it resembles nothing, in 
reality, so much as the tide-predicting 
machine. 
It is made of shiny brass 
and blimd steel, wit ti cogs, pulleys, 
dials and a fine, flexible chain, which 
cen over a hundred thousand miles in 
un oil bath to give it pliability before 
it was placed on the machine. 
The tlde-predlcter sets dials on this 
machine which represent the 37 com­ 
ponent parts of a tidal wave, and fac­ 
ias: un instrument board which rescue 
files on a larger scale that of an auto­ 
mobile, turns a crank. 
The machine 
dues the rest. 


Prediction Far in Advance. 


Dials automatically turn to the day 
of the month, time and height of high 
and low water, while a pen busily 
truces on 
palier an 
exact 
replica. 
drawn to scale, of tho tide wave as it 
will appear at that future time. 
So 
accurate is the machine that Its pre­ 
dictions have been compared with ac 
mal observations and found to differ 
by the smallest fraction. 
The machine represents the work of 
two of the survey's scientists. Dr. I? 
A 
Harris, chief mathematician, now j 
: ‘ad, and Dr. E. G. Fischer, raechani ! 
al engineer, who recently retired after 
long years with the government at a , 
-alary which would make a bricklayer j 
laugh In disdain. 
Tide-predicting is only one of the 
invaluable 
services 
rendered 
every j 
year by the coast and geodetic survey 
to thousands of mariners. 
The tides 
re published a year in advance, print 
cd in book form and made available 
to anyone who sails the seas or has to 
do with harbor facilities in any port ; 
In addition, the organization is respon 
dbl© for the charts that guide skip 
pins up and down the coast line * f ' 
the United States o** Into its countless 
harbors.
